Citizen’s Improvement Ass’n 
Wanted a Modern Town 


For many years Didsbury, while 
a prosperous town, did not advance 
With the times, but remained stag- 
nant as far as building and busi- | 
ness was concerned. However, 
conditions in general were becom. | 
ing steadier and about the time 
that World War II started there 
Wis a growing demand among the 
business men and residents in gen: | 
eral for more modern facilities, | 
Didsbury was beginning to expand, 
but there was nothing being done 
to encourage people to build mod-| 
ern homes and settle down to spend 
the rest of their days here. It was 
always the same story—a_ citizen | 
would sell his business, or his farm 
and retire to case and comfort. He | 
could get the “ease” in Didsbury, | 
but not the comfort, so away he| 
went with his family to Calgary, or 
to the coast, so that he could enjoy | 
his leizure years with the more | 
modern conveniences.

Then there were others who had | 
visions of better sanitary conditions | 
and a little more of the comforts of | 
this world while still on the job, 
and they decided to do something | 
about it. The war had been in pro- 
gress for four years and it was 
hoped that it would soon be over. 
Our young men and women would 
soon be coming home and if the 
tragedies of the last war were to be 
avoided, every community would 
be expected to take a part in pro- 
viding some means of employment.
